Washington, March 31—In a fight with Villa's troops, thirty Mexicans 


were killed, General Pershing reported. Four American privates were injured 
but not seriously. Two machine guns, many cavalry horses and much ammuni- 
tion was captured by the Americans. The attack was a surprise on the Villa 
forces and culminated in a running fight in which they were driven for ten miles 
into the mountains northeast of the railway where they separated in small 
bands. 


Colonel Dodd led his seventh and tenth cavalry in a smashing ride from 


the north towards Guerrero when he learned of the presence there of the Villa 
forces, covering the 55 miles intervening in 17 hours. General Pershing said

There was no suspicion, no grounds for 
suspicion of. any untoward actions upon the part of the gentlemen 
mentioned and the examiner knew it.

THE REPORT ON PORTSMOUTH 


Each time we scan a report from the state bureau of public 


accounting", the thought comes that this bureau has drifted far in- 
deed from its original conception. It was founded and put in 
operation with the idea of correcting gross abuses in county and 
titv administration. For a time it did efficient work, T>ut of late 
years it has apparently grown to be a roosting place for 
half- 


liakcd politicians and political lame ducks who 
go rampaging 


around the state, drawing fat salaries off the people, and strain- 
ing at gnats m a mad effort to be sensational, cause talk, and 'fur- 
nish sonic excuse for their being on the state pay roll. They do 
not seem to he working with an eye single to public interests. 
They seem rather to 'be seeking to make it impossible for any, busi- 
ness man or citizen of good standing1 and character to occupy a 


position of public trust. 
, 


For instance take the report upon Portsmouth affairs 
made 


public this 'week. It was largely devoted to technical matters eo 
far fetched that it is surprising that the state auditors 
depart- 


ment would permit them to go upon the records of the state. In 
one case a man was a member of the. city sinking fund 
commis- 


sion, an important, 
non-salaried affair, one 
in 
whicli 
certain 


knowledge of business and financial affairs is essential, and which 
requires much time. It is a favor to, a community for a man to 
tonscut to serve on this commission. Tet 
because one member 


happened to lie a'.stockholder in a firm which furnished some sup- 
plies to the city in a period of great emergency he is criticised; 
because another member is a stockholder in a firm, a very small 
stockholder, which did some city work, secured 
by competitive 


bidding, from a department with which the Sinking Fund had no 
connection, these contracts are held up as having been illegal. Be- 
cause a member of-another non-salaried board, the library board, 
\vas a stockholder :in a corporation that sold a few ashes to the 
city service department, this is held to have been.illegal; because 
a member of council happened to have the only available 
place 


for an election liooth and the board of elections ^rented it, 
the 


traiisnntion is exploited as illegal; because another man 
was a 


member of the city civil service commission and his firm sold some 
medicine to'the city hospital, that is also rousted as illegal expen- 
diture. And so it went. There was no suspicion, no grounds for 
suspicion of any untoward action upon the part of the gentlemen 
mentioned and the examiner knew it. Yet these eases are made 
a part of the public records of the state and city and exploited in 
the report as discoveries of great and illegal expenditure of the 


public funds.. 


These same brilliant examiners after raking the records of 


Mayor Frick's office to iiud something to criticise failed to do so, 
finding instead that the city owed him money, were not fair 
enough or big enough to commend him for the manner in which 
he had enforced fine collections and conducted his .office generally. 


Somewhat on tho same plane was the action of the examiner 


who delved into Ironton affairs and who made a "best seller" out 
of his report by combing the red light section and filling the 
records with salacious gossip from the habitues of the Tenderloin. 


One would think that our excellent state auditor would spare 


enough time from watching the pennies that dribble out 
of 
the 


state treasury to casually inquire into the activities of the 
most 


extensive and most costly bureau of his own office. He might find 
siuch to enlighten him therein.

WILL GERMAN FLEET COME OUT? 


The naval writer on the London Observer,, whom we quoted 


Thursday in regard to the reasons for Portugal entering the war, 
las all along.been of the opinion that the German fleet could some 
day come out and fight for the mastery of the ocean. He quotes 


umber of German naval writers in which predictions are made: 


as to possible,results from the new submarine, and .raider cam- 
paigns against English commerce, and thereupon draws this con- 
clusion: 
. 
: 


"From these utterances there is one lesson 
which we can 


learn, and that is that the Germans arc expecting something big 
to happen. No doubt one motive is to keep the spirits of their 
own people up, and to impress neutrals. Otherwise one would sup- 
pose that they would do better, to hold their tongues and work in 
silence. 
Comment on this sort of thing is 
really 
superfluous, 


and it is idle to attempt to guess what it is that the Germans are 
contemplating. 
The Admiralty, must be presumed to know more 


than they care to say, and no doubt steps have been taken to 
meet the danger, whatever it mtry be, for, pace Count Revontlow, 
there is very little in naval warfare, which has not been '' con- 
ceived in thought." . I am not at all disposed, however, to make 
light of these threats, though I think it possible that the new Ger- 
man campaign'will have quite a different.direction to that which 
they are so sedulously striving to make us believe it will take, 
and it is quite possible that it is not directed 
against merchant- 


men, 
armed or unarmed, at all. 


"The whole week has been full of reports of German squadrons 


sighted.at sea, and there is no occasion to disbelieve them. Be it 
noted that these reports speak of excursions to 
the southward, 


and no longer towards the comparatively safe waters 
off 
the 


Skager Rak. 'The'North Sea, moreover, is reported full 
of Ger- 


man mines, and it seems evident that the enemy arc feeling about 
for an opportunity to attempt a stroke of some kind. The days 
of inactiivty have gone by. It is n good sign, for it suggests that 
the Germans feel that the time is near when they must play their 
last card; that in Hcrr Rippler's words, "It is now or never." 
Readers ,of Tho Observer will remember that the view has always 
been expressed in this column that, at the last, tho German Navy 
would fight. -, An attempt at prophecy would be foolish, 
but the. 


indications are strong that we shall not have to wait very long 
for the final trial of strength at sea."
